The U. S. Food j 
Administration has always asked you 
to sav e milk by using it. 
Cotta ge Cheese Omelet— 
2 eggs 
1-4 teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons milk 
1-8 teaspoon soda 
1 tablespoon chopped pimentos 
3 tablespoons cottage cheese 
Beat the yolks and whites of

eggs separately. Adcf to the yolks the j 
salt, the milk and the cheese which i 
hav e 
been blended 
with 
pimentos 
and soda. Finally fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites; pour into a hot frying 
pan in which has been melted about j 
1-2 teaspoon fat.
